BIG GANGS NEARING . 
THE CITY. 


GOVERNMENT PLAN TO WIPE 
OUT THE “REDS,” 


CHIANG TO LEAD. 


Hankow, Nov. 20. 

The appearance of large gangs 
of Communist bandits at Hwang 
Kow. some twenty miles to the 
south-east = of Yéchow, the 
flourishing commercial centre 
near the Hupeh-Hunan frontier, 
is causing considerable uneasi- 
ness. The military authorities 
at Yochow have declared martial 
law, fearing a second invasion 
by the “Reds,” 

The precarious situation is 
‘having « sertous effect on the 
trade of Yoehow with Hankow and 
Wuchang and all communication 
between these cities has been in- 
terrupted. ‘An Independent band 
of Communist desperadoes is 
known to be active some fifty miles 
from Yuchow.

Hankow Reinforcements, 


The Nationaljat Garrison Com- 
manders at Hankow have sent to 
regiments to Yochow to assist the 
mengre contingent of asbldiers 
stationed there, : . 

Conditions, In Kiangri havo 
shown some improvement aince the 
arrivdl at Kianfu of General Lu 
Ti-ping, the Military Governor of.

DR. CURTIUS’S HINT AT 
REICH COUNCIL, | 


FINANCIAL REFORMS. 


Berlin, Nov. 20. 

The Council of the Reich to-day 
Unanimously adopted 
and alse the Bill regarding the re- 
duction of the salaries of members 
of the Cabinet, Civil Servants and 
members of the Reichatag, 

The possibility of Germany de- 
manding a moratorium under the 
Young Plan was hinted at by Dr. 
Curtlus, the Mintster for Foreign 
Affairs, in 1 specch ‘to the Conncil 
of the Reich, in which he reviewed 
foreign alfalrs at aome length, 

Dr. Curtius declared that Ger 
many would not tear Up the Young 
Plan, but they’ had never given 4 
guarantee that the plan was capable 
of being carried out. 

No-one yet knew whether the 
financial reforms, designed to put 
Germany's: house in order, would 
be adequate, or whether Germany 
might. also have to avail herself of 
the international provisions incind- 
ed in the Young Agreement for the 
Protection of her economic life 
(namely, the moratorium,)—Rew- 
ter, . 

Treaty Revision Claim. 


Referring to disarmament, Dr. 
Curtius was very sceptical regard- 
ing the statementa by M. Tardiau 
that France had disarmed consl- 
derably since the war. 

He said Germany demanded tlie 
speedy summoning of the General 
Disarmament Conference, at which 
a final decision muat be roazhed of 
Germany's claim for disarmament 
a would bring equal security to 
all. 
Regarding the question.of a Ye- 
vision of the Peace Treaty, he sald 
it had been lony notorious that Ger- 
many did not consider it possible 
to acquiese In the present position 
of affnirs, especially in’ the Bast.—

CONFERENCE. 


FURTHER SPEECHES BY 
INDIAN DELEGATES. 


VORKERS’ REQUEST. 


London, Nov. 20. 

An nmended proposal of the 
Business Committee which comer 
before - the Indian Round Table 
Conference, at the conclusion af 
the plenary discuasion, recom 
monds the establishment: of 4 
Federnl Relations Committee to 
consider the structure of the 
federal system of government ae 
regards relations between the In- 
dian States and British India, and 
relations between the Indian 
Princes and British India and the 
centre, including: the question of 
responsibility at the centre, and to 
recommend the main priatiples to 
he applied, 

The constitution of the com. 
mittee in as previously enbled. 

The Indian Round Table Con- 
ference resumed the general dis- 
cuasion this morning, and the ses- 
sion will probably be continued 
this afternoon. Owing to the 
length of some of the speeches, 
only fourteen speakers ha bean 
heard in the post three days. It 
ix hoped that with the time limit 
for speeches, exercised at the dis- 
cretion of the president, @ greater 
number of epeakers will be heard 
to-day, 

Atmosphere of Goodwill. 


At the continued general discus. 
sion the Nawab of Bhopal said 
that they met in an atmosphere of 
goodwill, whieh had been fostered 
throughout his Vieeroyalty by 
Lord Irwin, one of the greatest 
Vieeroya and best friends India 
had cyer had. In such an at- 
mosphere, they should be able to 
settle the easentials for securing 
a future of pence, happiness and 
prosperity for India, as a content. 
ed member equal in status with 
the rest of the community of self- 
governing nations constituting the 
British Empire.

He agreed that the Indian States 
could contribute as n stabilising 
factor in the constitution of a 
United Federal India, Nothing in 
the system of federation was con- 
nected with interference with the 
internal affairs of the States, 
whose trehties with the Crown 
would remain unaltered, except by 
mutual consent, and the federa- 
tion would concern itself solely in 
matters of comnion interest to be 
defined by Mmutunl consent. 


Federation also must be, equal on’ 


both sides, and there could be no 
question of the status of the States 
‘being in any way subordinate to 
that of the rest of. India, On thore 
conditions, he entirely ayreed with 
the principle of federation. 

He emphasised that among the 
Princes no rift existed as between 
Muslims. and Hindus, and that’ in 
the Indian States communal tension 
was practically nonexistent. There 
was nothing In their respective re- 
ligions which should lead to auch 
-will, and the reason why it had 
arisen in British Indin had been 
solely political.

The -Indian sections 
of the conference were also agreed 
that.a measure of responsibility 
should be introduced at the centre, 
if the constitution was to work 
gatisfnetorily and enjoy an adequate 
measure of confidence from the 
people.

Whilst displaying some irre- 
gulnrity, «has been firmer, the 
price showing un advance of 27/64 
to 30/- ua compaorcd with our 
Inst report. | Sales in. the Enat 
during the week amounted to 875 
tons, shipments thence up to the 
27th inst, were 6,989 tons, and for 
the month re. expected to be 
about 7,600 tons, Premfums on 
Straits and Banka are quoted at 
£1,15.0 and £4.10.0 reapectively, a 
falrly active business having at 
one time taken place in the ex- 
change, of Straits against Standard 
at. a premium of £4.12.6. The 
market has presented a stendy 
aprcarance for, whilst buyers have 
preaerved a cautious attitude, 
displaying no anxiety to unduly 
advance prices, there has been 
some relaxation of selling pressure 
and Hquidation has been on 4 
reduced scale. The market. it 
might be said, has ndopted a 
waiting attitude. the Improvement 
on the stock markets and the easy 
monetary conditions are — still 
shrouded in a geod deal of un- 
certainty; the effectiveness — of 
otherwise of the policy of res- 
trictlon at present enforced by 
producing interests ix still not 
too clearly definite and there is 
unfortunately little evidence of a 
definite improvement in the indus- 
trinl situation whereby-substantial 
recovery in consumption can be 
confidently anticipated. 


Copper. 


Copper has been firm and prices 
have substantially advanced, and 
though the highest levels have 
not been fully maintained, the 
market clones £2.12.6 higher as 
compared with our last report. 
The firmness may to some extent 
he attributed to reports connected 
with the meeting of producers 
shortly to be held in New York, 
when it is expected some polley 
might be formulated which would 
enuble the market to recover from 
tho depressed condition into which 
it has recently fallen, but apart 
from this ttle or nothing has 
acenrred to warrant advancing 
prices: . though a fairly active 
dusiness has been attracted on an 
important seale by the rise which 
haa taken place and the future 
must still be dependent to a large 
extent on the henvy stocks which 
have accumulated and whether or 
not genuine trade demand will so 
far improve as to bring ahout an 
appreciable reduction. 


Lead, 


Lend, whilst subjected to slight 
irregularity, has been rather 
firmer, the price showing an ad- 
vanee of nbout 10/- 18 compared 
with our last report. The firmness 
must be attributed to the rather 
better atmosphere which has 
pervaded markets generally and 
which is due more to better senti- 
ment than to any improvement 
which, has taken place in trade 
demand, husiness with consumers 
continuing dull both in this coun- 
try and on the Continent. In the 
U'S.A., the market remains quiet 
and the price unchanged through- 
‘out the weck. 


Spelter. 


Spelter has ruled firmer, the 
price showing an advance of 
about. 10/- since our last report. 
The market opened with rather 
easier tendency, but latterly de- 
veloped firmness following some 
fairly actiye buying of © general 
character, in face of which sellers 
showed some disposition to with- 
hold. The better appearance which 
the market has ‘presented is due 
partly to sentiment and to nome 
extent in in ‘sympathy with the 
firmness of copper and the rather 
stendier undertone which has 
chiracteriscd commodity markets 
on the whole.

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DOMINION EQUALITY. 


In directing attention to the 
purely constitutional work achiev- 
ed by the recent Imperial Confer- 
ence, Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Domi- 
nions Secretary, his done well. 
The problems which 
came before the Conference have 
that 
many people have been quite un- 
aware that its primary’ object had 
nothing to do with economics, but, 
rather, with troublesome and com- 
plex constitutional issues. It .js° 
true that the Conference, of 1926 
on the Operation of Dominion 
Legislation declared that the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth wna “the 
mast remarkable and successful 
experiment in co-operation be- 
tween free democracies which has 
ever been devetoped,” but that did 
not dispose of the fact that Greut 
Britain had, and still has, in many 
circumstances, the theoretical 
right to over-ride the Partiamen- 
tary decisions of | Dominions 
which habitually act at Geneva us 
international and 
soverelyn Statea, That fact was 
recognised when the 1926' Con- 
admitted “equality of 
statue” but added that this did 
not always imply “equality of 
function.” 

The problem has now been 
squarely faced, and by what is to 
be known as “The Statute of West-_ 
minster” the existing legal  res- 
trictions on the legislative powers 
of the Dominion Parliaments are 
to be removed by conceding com- 
plete legislative autonomy. As 
one writer has expressed it, from 
the purely English point of view, 
the existing anomalics have not 
greatly mattered, since Britain 
has freely admitted that she could 
not, even if sho wished, exerci3e 
the theoretical rights referred to. 
The Dominions, however, natural- 
ly look upon the question from a 
different angle: they want to 
square the law with their notion 
of the facts, to seo thelr rights 
down In black and white, and to.’

The most atriking 
part of the pamphlet, however, is 
that contnining the arrument in 
favour of Safeguarding by tariffs.

POSSIBILITIES OF AN END TO 
KWANGSI WARFARE. 


Canton, Noy. 20. 

General Chan Chai-tong, C.in.C. 
of the 8th Route Army, who had 
been in Kwangsi directing the 
campaign against the insurgents 
since last month, left Wuchow 
yesterday morning on the gunboat 
“Chap Shun” for Samahul, where 
he entrained for Canton, arriving 
at Shek Wal Tong Station at 7.20 
Innt evening. 

Interviewed upon arrival, Gen- 
eral’ Chan told pressmen that his 
object in. returning to Canton was 
to make the precautionary ar- 
rangements for Kwangtung  pro- 
vince during the winter senson. 

Asked nbout the situation in 
Kyangsi, General Chan indicated 
that there was a lull for the time 
being, and that if Li Chung-yen, 
Pei Chung-hsf. Wang Shao-hung 
and Chang Fat-kwai should at last 
repent and show renl loynity to 
Central Government, the 
Kwangsi trouble would be termin- 
nied by pacific. meana, General 
Chan admitted that  representa- 
tives of the Ironside-Kwangai fac- 
tion had been sent to Wuchow sub- 
mitting their surrender, and 
should their submission — be 
yenuine, the General woulde be 
happy to accept it.

BATTLE CONTINUES IN’ 
KIANGSI 


3 : Nanking, Noy. 20. 

News, which gives rise to hope 
for the cnrly suppression of 
Communist disturbances in 
Kiangal, including the troubled 
countryside nround Kianfu, hax 
been received by the National 
Government from the Garrison 
Command at Nanchang, who re- 
ports the capture by Government 
foreea of Kianfu, on Tuesday, fol- 
lowing a.severe encounter with 
the Communiat bandSta, 

Twa Natlonalist Divisions, con- 
sisting of 10.000 men, succusufully 
engaved the bandits, in) battle at 
Kiantu—a city which han been 
ruthleswty devastated by bandits 
Aince October. 

The Communists, under the 
notorious Chu Tak and Mo Chak- 
tung, are said to have been utteriy 
defeated and the Garrison believes 
that the bandita are now retrent- 
ing towarda Ningtu, in southern 
Kiangsl. 


Reinforcements Wanted. 


The Commander. of the expedi- 
tion are confident of re-capturing 
Kishoi, north of Kianfu, and 
Yungfeng and Loan MMsien,; both 
situated -to the north-east of 
Kianfu. The Kiangsl Military 
Governor, General Lu Ti-ping, is 
leaving by aeroplane from) Nan- 
chang to-morrow, on an inspection 
trip to Kianfu to investigate the 
extent of the Communist devasta- 
tion, A battle between the 
Government forces und  Com- 
munists is sald to be now {in pro- 
gress oat Kishui. The Kfangysi 
Governor reports to Nanking ask- 
ing for reinforcements to enable 
him to recapture Kingtehchen, the 
famous poreelain manufacturing 
centre of China, which is now in 
the hands of Communists. (The 
Red oceupation of Kingtehchen 
haa resulted in an increare in the 
price of porcelain in Hongkong 
and Canton). 

The latest Nanking telegrams 
state that Marrhal Chiang Kai- 
shek has proposed to the Govern- 
ment to send a monthly allowance 
of not -more than $200,000 to the 
Kiangsi Garrison for the extler- 
mination of bandits. Marshal 
Chiang’s suggestion has been 
nanimously adopted.
